In response, Applicant 
requests that the Examiner enter the following amendments and reconsider the application. 



In the Claims: 

Please amend claim 44, by replacement with rewritten claim 44, as follows. A marked up 
version of the amended claim, showing the changes by underlining of the added text and 
strikethrough of the deleted text, is appended hereto. 
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(Twice Amended) A medium-hard to extremely hard formation-type earth boring bit 
comprising: 

a) a bit body having a longitudinal bit axis and a bit diameter; 

b) at least one rolling cone cutter rotatably mounted on the bit body and having an 
offset of its rotational axis from the bit axis of: 

i) at least 1/16 inches when the bit diameter is less than 7 inches, 

ii) at least 3/32 inches when the bit diameter is at least 7 inches and less than 12 
inches, 

iii) at least 5/32 inches when the bit diameter is at least 12 inches; and 
a journal angle being formed between the rotational axis and the bit axis of at least
